THE SEWERAGE.

The Grand Trank. 

Tho statement malo by Sir Henry Tyler 
at the half-yearly meetiog of the sharehold- 
ers of (he Graral Trank railway is exception- 
ally interesting, Sir Henry reports an in- 
creasing volume of traffic anda continual 
outery for more engines and cars, There 
has been an increase in the receipts and of 
the profita, Passenger traffic has, however, 
fallen off slightiy, ‘This is attributable to 
“la grippe,” which provailed so generally 
last spring. The complaint with the French 
name deprived the railway of traffic aggre- 
gating £23,365, or $117,000, Tho work of dou- 
ble tracking the line between Montreal and 
Toronto is rapidly progressing. So far as it 
has gone ithas bad an excellent iuflaence 
upon business, for it has redu the velays ia 
the movement of trafic by 43 per coat. Sir 
Henry does not look for injurious conse- 
quences from the McKinley Act. Ona the 
contrary, its effects, will be to drive some 
Canadian products, formerly passing to the 
United States, tothe European and West 
Indian marketa, The consequence of this, 
movement will bea lor baulage for the 
Graad Trunk. The s one cloud, how- 
ever, on the horizon, This is the low rate 
at which through freight is now carried, 
The president of the Grand Trunk attributes 
this to the presence in the tield of the Cana- 
dian Vacific. The latter company has re- 
cently opened its line from London to Wind- 
gor, and has mado a contract with the Wa- 
besh road by means of wiich it reaches 
Chicago, The first result of the Canadian 
Pacific competition was a reduction of the 
rates on dr i meoatshipmeats. Formerly 
valiways ¢rried dresed meat from Chica- 
go to the seaboard at sixty and sixty-five 
cents per hundred, under the Cana-

Oll onthe Breakers at Dangerous Bars, 

The steamer Mexico appears to have solv- 
ed a marine problem which may be of great 
uso to navigators slong certain portions of 
the Pacific coast, Oo the 22ad ult. sho was 
detained outside the Columbia River bar, 
and could not cross it, The detention was 
caused by the heavy breakers which render 
passage of vessels impossible at certain 
phases of the tides, Capt. Patterson states 
that be waited outside ten hours for a favor- 
able chance to cross the bar, and at inst de- 
cided to try oil, 

A large quantity of “waste” was placed in 
the closet pipes, and oil was allowed to drip 
slowly through to the water, The oil spread 
with astonishing rapidity over an im- 
menso area of water surface, and it spread 
j inshore over the dangerous bar, ‘The result 
wasthat the comb of the breakers was 
broken, and the Mexico passed over in safety, 
without shipping any sea, The experiment 
proved such a success that it will be tried at 
severa! bar -bound barbors along the north 


coast o» vessels that usually suffer long and 
unprofitable detention.-From the San 
Francisco ¢ Shronicle.

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KILLING AND STEALING CATTLE 

We noticed a few days ago the 
fact that on Fish Creek, in the vicin- 
ity of the Sarcee Reserve, several 
scitlers have lost cattle, ascribing 
their losses to the Indians. We 
mentioned that Mr. Newson had 
five: hogs killed in their ervlosnte 
and removed bodily, and thot 
Thomas Patterson and William Me- 
Neill had both lost cattle. We 
have since learned that settlers on 
the Elbow near the reserve have 
also lost cattle which they credit, to 
Indians. ‘The details of one case in 
particular leaves no doubt in regard 
to the thief being an Indian. 

About three weeks ago a cow 
(believed to belong to a settler nam- 
ed Murray) was killed by @ Black- 
foot Indian who had come across 
from the Blacktoot reserve and who 
left immediately after th: killing 
for Macleod. The man is well 
known and is believed to be about 
the worst Indian on the reserve, 
This Blackfoot having slaughtered 
the cow in a secluded place on the 
bank of the Elbow, a little west ot 
the Weasel Head crossing of that 
river, took what meat he wanted 
with him and before starting south 
notitied the Surcees to go for the re- 
mainder. The Sarcees went and 
saw the remains but were afraid to 
touch them, and notified the Sarcee 
interpreter and George Hodgins. 
Mr. James Bannerman and others 
saw what was left of them ; so there 
could be no doubt either about the 
killing or the offender, in this in- 
stance. Murray had lost his cow 
from his fields, and an eXaminatien 
of the stomach of this animal show- 
ed it was a domestic and not a range 
animal, 

Another cow was caught 
roped, tied to a tree and killed there. 
The hide was thrown into the Elbow 
iver and fished out (so they said) by 
some Cree halfbreeds. The hide when 
seen by Mr. James Bannerman was 
The horns were

severed from the skull and scattered 
in different parts of the river, Shan- 
non and Wilson had lost a cow, and 
when Joe Shannon saw the hide 


first the brand was cut out. This 
killing occurred within half a mile 
of where the Blackfoot had been at 
work, 

We hear that in addition to the 
parties named at the outset who 
have recently lost cattle there are 
the following inthis Elbow river 
district: —Mr, James Bannerman a 
cow; Shannon and Wilson, seven 
head in all this summer;- Murray, 
two or three ; Jos. Whigham, a cow, 
John Durie a cow ; and we believe 
there are others, 

Now it must be admitted that 
this is 2 very serious state of 
atlairs for the settlers, one call- 
ing for the most rigid enquiry. 
Thai at least one Indian, who is 
known, has been slaughtering 
cattle does not admit of doubt, 
and the Mounted Police may 
secure clews which shoald lead 
to the arrest of this Indian 
without delay. As regards the 
other thefts, the Editor of Tur 
HERALD, speaking to a settler 
the other day, asked him: “ Do 
you think there are no whites 
concerned in cattle killing ?” 
And his reply was: “The In- 
dians do kill some eattle, but 
for one killed by Indians there 
are five stolen by whites,” Now. 
whether these animals disappear 
through Indians or whites, it is 


time some action was taken to 
bring the thieves to justice. A 
clever detective ought to be 


able to spot the thieves after a 
time. The Mounted Police as 
detectives do not fill the bill; 
their uniform, their manner and 
their horses are all against suc- 
detective work.

Cows From Canada, 

According torecently published statistics 
there arein round nu-nbers about 2,500,000 
cows and heifers in the United Kingdoin. 
Some little time ago it was calculated by 
Professor Sheldon that the consumption of 
milk amounted to 555,000,000 gallons ennual- 
ly, worth some 82,000,000 sterling. ‘The sup- 
ply, bowever, is seriously menaced by out- 
breaks of pleuro-pneumonia and a great 
amount of difficulty has been experienced 
by dairymen in large towns in ob:aining 
the number of cows they require without 
importing them from infected areas, For- 
merly the greater number of cows used by 
dairymen in London and other centres 
were imported from Holland, Belgium and 
France, but at present the oniy country from 
which whey can draw a supply of dairy cattle 
without fear introdu 5 disease is the 
Dominion of Canada, For upward of ten 
years the Canadian Government at Liver- 
pool, has, he informed us, been endeavoring 
to initiave and develop this importaut trade, 
but it was not until the present season that 
ithas assumed i:nportant dimensions, The 
cows which have arrived here have been of 
fair quality, but with a view of showing 
dairymenand others interested in milk—one 
of the most important articles of food supply 
—the superior quality of cows which may be 
obtained in the Dominion, Mr. Rufus Pope 
M. P. of Cookshire, Quebec, Canala, has 
selected a large number of first-class animals 
for shipment to this country, and the first of 
these are to arrive in Liverpool in a few 
days. —Liverpool Joucnal of Commerce,

CAPTAIN O'STTBA, 

the petitioner, is the only son of a well- 
known Dublin ‘awyer, and is just 50 
years old, He isa man of excellent educa- 
tion, having attesdod the Catholic college 
at Oscott, near Birmingham, Hug., and 
Trinity College in his native city, He was 
an oflicer in the Highteenth Huzzers, but 
retired from the service in 1867, when he 
married Miss Katherine Wood, daughter of 
the late Sir Pare Wood, Baronet, of Riven- 
hall place, in Essex, England, and sister of 
Gen, Sir. Evelyn Wood, He first met Mr. 
Parnell in 1880, during the Parliamentary 
contest, and they became apparent; fast 
friends; indeed, when Capt. O'Shea was 
defeated in Clare, Parnell forced him upon 
an adjoining constituency, a step which 
the Irish leader's friends think was 
his chief error, After Parnell was 
released from Eilmainham jail, OShea in- 
vited him to his house to recuperate, his 
heaith being riously affected. Originally 
the petition for divoree charged adultery 
against Parvell at various times since 1856, 
but later on the Captain a-ked the Courts to 
amend it so as to extend the charges back 
te 1880. In 1886, OShea went over to
